'10, is 
the latesi McGill man lo receive re- 
cognition because of bis services at 
the front, Yesterday Dr. Lightstone, 
who is serving as a Captain in the 
Royal Army Medical Corps, cabled 
relatives in the city that he hail been 
awarded the Military Cross for dis- 
tinguished servit r. 

Dr. Lightstone is a veteran of both 
the llocr War and the Spanish-Amerl- 
can War. in both of which he served 
as a private, When war broke out 
in August, 1914, Dr. Llghistonc im- 
mediately joined the Royal Army 
Medical Corps as a lieutenant. 11c 
was then in private practice in Lon- 
don. England. Latterly, be has been 
serving as a Captain in the R.A.M.C., 
and has been twice mentioned in de- 
spatches by Field Marshal Sir John 
French for distinguished service. 
Capt, Lightstone is a brother of Ma- 
dame Pauline Seveilbac (Madame 
Donaldui, the Canadian operatic sing- 
er and distinguished graduate of the 
Royal Victoria College. He is a son 
of Michael Lightstone, a Russian Jew, 
who came to Canada in 1872. 

Gordon Lightstone, is 
serving with the Canadian Medicals 
at Salonika, while Abraham, another 
brother, holds the rank of corporal in 
the Army .Service Corps.

An intensely interesting anf l prac- 
tical address, full of original and tell- 
ing illustrations and biting sarcasm, 
was delivered yesterday afternoon in! 
the Congregational College by the' 
Rcvi Dr. Drown. Dean of the Yale ; 
School of Religion. Prof. Drown Is] 
here giving a course of five lectures 
on "The Sermon,'' and his address on 
the "Contents of the Sermon" yester- 
day was listened to by a large audi- 
ence. 

He opened by saying that in making 
a sermon tin best method was to col- 
lect all the material first before mak- 
ing the outline. To do this, and to 
secure originality in material, no book 
was to be looked at till Ihe preacher 
bail spent much lime in thinking on 
the topic. 'l'Ile sermon will be all ihe 
belter if ibis process of brooding over 
the topic go on for a long lime, weeks 
and months, beforehand. It is well 
to write down all the thoughts which 
come. Some great big thoughts will 
come— regular Bequoia trees, like the 
ones in California. Ordinary thoughts, 
not sequoias at all, but oaks and elms, 
with good material in theip, put t hem 
all down. Some little thoughts will 
conic, mere saplings, scarcely large 
enough for hop poles or for Jaths. 
mere underbrush in Ihc forests of 
thought. This is the way to train the 
mind in productiveness. If you swamp 
the mind right at the stall, by empty- 
iug into it three or four barrels of 
ideas from Ihe commentaries, anil an- 
other bucketful out of Hastings' Dic- 
tionary, and Wen sprinkle it copiously 
with what you ha\e dipped out of 
some Encyclopaedia nf Illustration, 
your mental powers will be almost 
sure lo loaf mi you. Or. Drown here 
laid stress upon Ibis process of orig- 
inal thinking. lie says lo wail for 
ideas; let your mind fairly water for 
them. Wait for them like a girl waits 
for her lover, eagerly, hungrily, wist- 
fully. Put down all Ihc material 
which comes. We need lo use every 
possible resource lo make our preach- 
ing fresh, interesting, and vital. Dull- 
ness, pokiness. monotony, make the 
Word of God of no effect. No mat- 
ter how good your medicine is under 
competent analysis, ir you cannot in- 
duce the people to take it, it will not 
do any good. 

When you have gotten your material 
all together, grind it down with a| 
genuinely Christian purpose. You will' 
find that you can use a great variety 
of materials. The ben cals all sorls 
of things, nice c lean corn, bugs and 
worms, scraps from the (able, bits of 
bone and gravel, and it all re-appears 
as light tneat anil dark meat and as 
good fresh eggs. Pretty much any- 
thing is good grist which comes lo 
her mill. You also need somclbitig 
corresponding lo an intellectual giz- 
zard, to deal in similar fashion with 
your varied material as you come lo 
shape it into useful sermons. 

Now, after all that Independent un- 
aided crfort, you are ready for the 
books. The commentaries will not 
do you any harm now if they desire 
lo have a word with you. For your 
own highest, development, it will be 
well to avoid entirely the borailetic 

commentaries, Matthew Henry was 

a learned, devout man, lull or beauti- 
ful thoughts, but bis commentaries 

arc a delusion and a snare to every 
young minister. With such books 
you will be icniplcd to pick out ready- 
made sermons with introductions and 
divisions, with applications and ex- 
hortations all cut and dried— special- 
ly dried—and ready lo use. 1 would 
also cast out all those tempting En- 
cyclopaedias of Illustrations. There 
arc volumes on sale with stories all 
arranged in alphabetical order and 
icady to serve. lint the man who 
preceded you may have used the same 
encyclopaedia. The people in the 
congregation may have already eaten 
ail those "fifty-seven varieties" of 
canned goods several linirs over. In 
a second-hand bonk store in Doston 1 
once saw displayed three big fat vol- 
umes entitled "Thirty Thousand 
Thoughts "— marked dow n lo $10.00. 
This was reasonable surely; it meant 
thirty thoughts fur a cent In these 
bargain counter volumes were collec- 
tions of ideas on faith, hope, love, 
prayer, the Diblc, the Church; on 
everything, in fact, from Adenoids to 
Zatt bcus. arranged in alphabetical 
order. 

I bate grave doubt.- as lo the valuo 
of those elaborate strap cabinets l"i 
films newspaper cuttings, ihc mater- 
ial is liable to become stale before you 
air i raMy to n . 11 It Is something 
like putting a:nlo a few crackers with 
huine bits of cheese and Bologna 
sausage, m the expectation that you 
may Waist them rot the punit some- 
time next summer.

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Student Ignorance 



The following let.* •■ froul Miss .Mar- 
joric Wilson, R.V.C., '11, appeartd in 
a recent number of the Alumnae 
News : 

1 believe that it is to most North- 
erners a difficult flight of imagination 
to picture Texas as the borne of any- 
thing or anybody other than steers 
and cowboys. On my visits to Mont- 
real 1 am continually asked how 1 can 
enduro the loneliness or the back* 
woods, tho dreadful isolation, and so 
forth, and I tan sec in the pitying eyes 
of my friends a mental vision of ray 
surroundings as a great forest plain, 
where wolves, bears, Indians and cow- 
boys abound, and where a few isolated 
white people cluster together roun I ,1 
log scboolbouse, which tbey ..boose to 
term a university! 

The real picture is very dlffe.cnt. 
Houston is a town of some 120,000 in- 
habitants, about SO per ccut. of #ni 
are white. It is a centre for nlnclesu 
railways, and has toe largest expoU of 
cotton and lumber in tho world. Tho 
trado in sugar, riee and o'.l is niso 
considerable. It is about 40 tuUîa 
from Galveston, the second largest 
port in respect of trade in tho United 
rot noy.il Trust Buiidins. j States— second only to Now YorK. AU 
I this trade passes through Houston, 
'and with the widening of the e'.iip 
channel between tbo cities, Hous- 
ton hopes soon to surpass iltttvcalon 
in its importance as a port, as It has 
long done in its busiuess Importance, 
Between the town and tho Rice In- 
stitute, there is a rather curious an-J 
intimate connection.

current events. And not without reason is this 
so. Students (even though they be Freshmen) who possess so 
little knowledge of such matters as those instanced by the 
Christian Science Monitor in a recent issue surely belong to the 
kindergarten instead of to the University. 

Twenty-three Freshmen at Williams College were given a 
snap examination on current events. Only five men knew who 
Venizelus, Salandra and Bethman-Hollweg are, only six knew the 
name of the British Prime Minister, only seven knew what country 
Salonika is in, only two knew the name of the ruler of Bulgaria, 
and only five could give the name of the Sovereign of Great 
Britain. No student answered all the questions correctly ; one lad 
answered only one of the questions correctly, and only four men 
gave correct answers to more than ten of the twenty questions, 
all of them inquiries natural to put as tests of interest. in and 
knowledge of the present war in Europe. 

No doubt this questionnaire was prompted by a report of a 
similar investigation recently made by a Professor in a Mid- 
Western Slate University. Coming upon the word "Hellespont," 
while reading Marlowe's "Hero and Leander" with a class of 
Freshmen, by the association of ideas this teacher thought of 
Gallipoli. and he asked the class where it was. No one knew, or 
even admitted that he ever had seen the word before. Three other 
groups of Freshmen were tested in the same way, and with like 
results. The next day a simple examination in current events 
was set the Freshman class. Eight questions were asked testing 
the students' knowledge of men and events since the war opened. 
No correct answer to all the questions was received. Mr. "Betham" 
and Mr. "Hollweg" were described as military men. Von Hinden- 
burg was "the Prime Minister of Germany"; Viviani was "the 
Queen of Italy"; Venizelos was a "Mexican General." and "Lord 
Kitchen." was said to be the British Prime Minister. Louvain 
was described as "a small country about to enter the war." 

It is almost inconceivable that such ignorance should exist 
among University man. The Daily would hate to think that it 
does exist at McGill or any other Canadian University.

Thus, duo to the handling of tula 
fund, the development of Houston has 



been made possible in a way (hat 
would not have been possible In the 
absence of such a financing agency. 

Tne money could have been held In 
the banks, drawing interest, it is true, 
but instead of (bat it has been con- 
verted into a city building fund— Ibo 
building of a city now taking first 
rank as a commercial and industrial 
centre. 

Hence, while primarily it was the 
purpose of this endowment to make a 
city of culture of Houston, tho en- 
dowment—through the farsightedness 
of the men in control — is aiding in the 
commercial aud industrial develop- 
ment. On the other baud, this com- 
mercial development is being taxed to 
increase the volume of the endow- 
ment. 

The nice Institute, which first 
opened its doors to students in 1912. 
has already Won for itself a foremost 
rank among Southern educational in- 
stitutions, and, to those who bcs>t 
know its potentialities, it seems but a 
question of time before It Is recog- 
nized In the very forefront of all Am- 
erican colleges. 

At present we are hampered by lack 
of funds, for, though our endowment 
is now ten millidn, the trustees bave 
very wisely decided not to encroach 
upon the principal. In consequence, 
about half of our income is at present 
being spent on building ; this leaves 
none too much for running expenses. 

We bave now about 400 students, 
and 10 members of the teaching staff. 
By paying good salaries and by giving 
—in most departments— unusual op- 
portunities for research work, the In- 
stitute has been able to attract a very 
unusual group of able men— most of 
them young, but with a recognized fu- 
ture already before them. 

Another matter In which the trus- 
tees bave shown great wisdom Is In 
insisting on a very high architectural 
standard for our buildings. Before a 
stone of the Institute was laid, a very 
comprehensive architectural plan was 
drawn up, ilong which tho university 
should expand and grow. Already we 
have six buildings, everyone of which 



bears lo the highest degree Hie mark:- 
of study, dignity and artistic taste. I 
am not enough versed in architecture 
to describe the buildings, but they are 
convincingly Italian— a style which 
suits lo perfect our wonderful skies 
and sunsets. A sunset at the 1 institute 
is quite one of the sights of Houston; 
and. indeed, it is well worth seeing. I 
do not see how any studcut can spend 
four years amidst such surroundings 
without having his taste noticeably 
raised and purified. 

Educatiou at the Institute is abso- 
lutely free, and board and room at 
tbc beautiful residential halls costs 
only $20 a month. Morcovei, any stu- 
dent can obtain work in connection 
with the buildings; a large utimoer 
tarn a great part of their cxocujtiS 
during term in this way, either by 
clerical or domestic work. The fact 
that many of them wash dishes, sweep 
floors and such like docs not seem to 
hinder them from being an unusually 
refined and superior set of men. \Vi< 
arc very proud of the appearance and 
behaviour of our Institute boys. 

Any account of the Institute would 
be incomplete without a refcren'j.i Id 
the University Extension Courses. For | 
twenty-four weeks of tho year, tV. up 
public afternoon courses of lectures 
arc given uu Science, Literature an J 
Art. These courses reach a very high 
standard, but arc always extremely 
well attended, a fact which speaks 
well both for tbc lectures themselves 
and also for tho intelligence or tu« 
townspeople. In addition tncre are 
numerous evening lectures which are 
even more appreciated. This Is a ,rs- 
partaient which in many unlveMUlui 
is too much neglected.

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THE WORLD'S DEEPEST MINE 



Editorial Notes 



The decision arrived at by the Editorial Board of the 1917 
Annual to dedicate that volume to the late Lance-Corp. Fred. 
Fisher, V.C., will meet with the approval of the whole University' 
Ko more graceful tribute could be paid to the memory of a fellow- 
etudent who laid down his life in a very gallant manner in behalf 
of the cause of Liberty and of Civilization. McGill has been 
accused of apathy with regard to recognition of her distinguished 
sons. Dedication of "The Annual" to brave "Fred" Fisher will 
do much towards atoning for shortcomings in this respect here- 
tofore. 



Where is the deepest mine in the 
world? That is a question very few 
people in this country can answer 
correctly. Even most mining experts 
would probably make a wrong guess 
—unless they had made rather ex- 
haustive inquiries aaent the subject — 
for it is located in a section of the 
world where you would least expect 
to find it. In the forests which cover 
the hills that cluster about the mouth 
of the mine wild monkeys are. shatter- 
ing and jumping about from limb to 
limb of the graceful palms which af- 
ford them food as well as shelter, 
while among the bright-hued flowers 
exquisite orchids waft their perfume 
and display their beauty for the bene- 
fit of these impish progenitors of man. 
Birds ot rare plumage flit in and out 
among the shadows, and the gorgeous 
red-bluc-yellow macaws add their 
raucous voices to the medley of 
sounds, while splendid butterflies 
wave their largo winds of iridescent 
blue and green and gold to enhance 
tho riot of color in these tropic 
realms. 

Tropic realms? Verily, for the 
deepest mlna — gold or ot any other 
metal — is located In Brazil. It is 
near a place beariné tho euphonious 
name of Villa Nova do Lima, in the 
State of Minas Geracs, about 330 miles 
north of Rio de Janeiro. It has been 
worked, more or less systematically, 
for something over eighty years, and 
yet few of us have ever heard of the 
place, much less of the mine, which 
is known as tho Morro Vclbo, and 
is owned and operated by an Euglisb 
company, 



Last year two young professors of 
geology, Benjamin Lo Roy Miller, of 
Lehigh University, and Joseph T. 
Slngèwald, Jr., of Johns Hopkins, 
struck out for foreign parts, and 
wended their way even into the hid- 
den recesses of South America, with 
the view of finding out something in 
regard to the mineral resources of the 
Western Hemisphere. They investi- 
gated almost all of the known min- 
ing districts of the southern continent, 
and brought back with them a vast 
store of information relative to the 
mineral wealth of the various coun- 
tries visited. In Brazil they visited 
tblB unusual, and, in some respects, 
unrivalled, gold mine. They tell 
about it in an article in the December 
number of the Bulletin of the Pan- 
American Union (Washington, B.C.), 
from which the following facts are 
taken: 

The Morro Vclho mine is located In 
the gold belt or Brazil, where the 
Portuguese were first Induced to set- 
tle by the discovery of the yellow 
metal. The first gold was discovered 
in 1699, near the present city of Ouro 
Preto. Tbc gold was coated with a 
black substance, and hence was called 
"ouro preto"— black gold. The city 
Which they founded was long called 
Villa Rica dc Ouro Preto — tho Ricl. 
City of Black Gold — a name which 
was somewhat cumbersome even for 
the Portuguese, so they finally short- 
ened It to just Ouro Preto, the name 
by which it Is known to-day. 

Just when the Morro Vclho mine 
was first opened is not known, but it 
was being operated toward the close 
of the eighteenth century, and consid- 
erable work had been done when the 



present company obtained control of 
It in 1S34. The ore body consists of 
a great vein of unusual persistence 
and regularity that dips at an angle 
of about 40 degrees. It may be likened 
to a gigantic knife-blade, held ver- 
tically and thrust into the earth at 
this angle with the point still lower 
than tho present deepest workings. 
The combined depths of tbe connected 
shafts give a total of 6,824 feet. In 
other words, here is a gold mine that 
Is being worked at a depth of more 
than a mile below the surface of tho 
earth. Now, be it remembered that 
tbo rock temperature increases as the 
earth's crust is penetrated, in some 
regions the increase being as much as 
one degree F. for each fifty to sixty 
feet increase in depth. At this rate 
the temperature at tho bottom of this 
mine would be over 100 degrees high- 
er than at the surface, aud fried ham 
and eggs might be prepared for the 
miners without any other heating ap- 
paratus than tho loose rocks lying 
about. Incidentally, the miners would 
be going through the frying process, 
too. Fortunately, however, in this 
mine the rate of Increase of tempera- 
ture is only one degree for every 100 
to 120 feet, giving the rocks a tem- 
perature of only 112 degrees. By 
forcing cool air down into the mine by 
means of fans the temperature is 
lowered to a little less than 100 de- 
grees. Even at that it is rather snug, 
and the miners usually wear

A feat of gallantry similar to this 
was performed by Lieut. t^mpU^'l, a 
gallant Mount Forest (Ont.) man, v ho, 
though severély wounded, continued 
to operated bis machine gun until be 
succumbed to nib injuries. 

In addition to Lieutenant Campbell, 
three other Canadians have won tbc 
Victoria Cross.

London, Eng.— The growth of the 
imports of coal .Into Norway, states 
tbc Anglo-Norwegian Trade Journal, 
has been going on steadily for tome 
time, even before the outbreak of wai , 
and this fact has beea undoubtedly 
overlooked by those who hare attrib- 
uted the rise to alleged unpatriotic 
action on tbc part of firms la Norway. 
In support of the statement, the Jour- 
nal quotes figures relating to the Im- 
port of coal and other forms of fuel 
into the country, and puti down the 
steady rise indicated by them to the 
increase of manufactures ana other 
industries wbich consume more and 
more coal every year. The total of 
fuel imported into Norway was 2.187.- 
323 tons in 1911, 2,476,914 in 1913, and 
2,486,89$ tons in 1913. Out of twenty 
ports which arc mentioned, only fire 
fail to. show a net increase in the three 
years. These five wero Bergen, Trom. 
so, Bodo, 'Moss and Haugcsund, and 
tbeir total decline did not represent 
10 per cent, of the total increase at 
all ports, making it obvious that the 
prosperity at other ports was not due 
to a atransf cr of trade from one to an- 
other. The total Increase amounted 
to 299,573 tons. The remarkable rise 
at Vardo is worthy of comment. This 
port Increased its imports of coal from 
13,875 tons in 1911 to 65,831 tons in 
1913. .

We go out in parties of twenty, 
and carry the wire up in coils to tbc 
place where we are to work, Wc put 
in stakes, connect them up with n 
framework, and then put tbe entan- 
glement in on top of that. The Ger- 
mans keep sending up flares all the 
time, and occasionally we bave to flop 
down in the mud to get out of sight 
as much as possible. Have bad no 
casualties In any party that 1 have 
taken out so far. When wc are not 
working, we spend the time trying to 
keep dry, and waiting for something 
to happen, and thinking of tbc time 
when we shall be aole to get back 
again to our normal occupations. I 
would give a lot to be back in McGill 
again plugging away at second year 
law.

Basketball is a game adapted to thc 
open air, but it is usually played on 
a gymnasium floor. It came as the 
result of a demand for a game which 
would break thc monotony during the 
winter months, between thc time of 
football and baseball, and which was 
not too rough to be played indoors. 
The need of such a game was first 
realised by tbc faculty of the Y.M.C.A. 
Training School at Springfield, Mass. 
Dr. James Naismith, an instructor at 
thc above school, with suggestions 
from Dr. L. H. Gulick, uudertook to 
devise a game that would require spe- 
cial skill and speed. Dr. Naismith Is 
a graduate or McGill of thc class of 
Arts '87. 

Basketball at liist was vtry simple. 
It was played by as many as could 
occupy the playing space, there being j 
from nine to fifty on a side. Thc plans 
for the game were first given in the 
Triangle, a publication of thc train- 
ing school, in 1S91. The rules of the I 
game, which were not published until 1 
1892, were only thirteen. The first I 
ball used was an ordinary football, 
which might be batted or thrown in 
any direction, but which was not. to 
be held against the body. A score 
was made when the ball was thrown 
info the basket, which was on thc wail 
ten feet above thc floor. 

It was found that too many players 
hindered the game, s0 thc number was 
cut down to nine. A Utile later the 
number of players was determined by 
the floor space. In a year or two the 
present number of five players be- 
came the standard. In thc first three 
years of the game the players were 
lined up at opposite ends of the floor 
and ran for thc ball .when It was 
thrown up in the middle or thc flojr 
by thc official. This was changed in 
1891 so that thc ball had to be touchait 
by thc centre man before the play w:is 
legal. 

ir thc ball went out of bounds, il 
was to go to thc player who first 
touched it after it crossed the line. 
Thc length of the halves were tbe 
same as at present, twenty mlnj'.e*. 
At the beginning of tbe game, if either 
6lde get three consecutive fouls, a goal 
was counted for the opponents. This 
was later changed so that a rre« 
throw-was awarded to thc oppOncnis 
when a player committed a foul. 

In 1893 Miss Bercnson, director of 
physical training at Smith College, 
saw the possibilities or tbc game and 
introduced it as part o f the gymna- 
sium work for girls. Thc game fur 
girls was almost the same as it is to- 
day, with very few changes. Tbc floor 
space was marked off in three parts, 
with six players on a side.

TEACHERS A8 DRILL INSTRLC. 

London, Eng.— Tbe board of educa- 
tion bas issued a circular which states 
that tbey have been informed by thc 
War Office that there is now uut thc 
same urgent need as there was a year 
ago for the services of competent drill 
instructors recruited from thc ranks 
of teachers, owing to tbe increase In 
tbe numbers of non-conimissloncd of- 
ficers. The special terms of enlist- 
ment for teachers possessing qualifi- 
cations for teaching physical exer- 
cises are therefore withdrawn. The 
board Is informed, however, that cer- 
tificates of efficiency issued by a local 
education authority to teachers whose 
work as Instructors in drill they aio 
well acquainted with and can com- 
mand, will still be accepted from those 
who can produce them, and although 
they will not entitle the poasmer tu 
promotion, tbey will be taken Into ac- 
count when the question of promotion 
Is considered. No further appoint- 
ments as civilian Instructors can be 
made for thc rcaBOn stated above, and 
the army council takes thc opportun- 
ity to thank tbe teachers and thc l< > 
education authorities for thc response 
tbey have made In this respect. 

CLARK PROFESSOR RESIGNS. 



I>oudon, England — Speaking in 
London recently, Mr. Mastcrman said 
that he regarded war itself as an en- 
tire evil, but, even with thc knowledge 
they had now of tho results of the 
most terrible war history had known, 
he had nn hesitation in saying that ho 
would take tbc same decision as he 
did when, fifteen months ago. as a 
member of His Majesty's Government, 
he had to make thc choice between 
peace and war.

Every sermon should be built 
on a skeleton, but the framework 
should not obtrude itseir. A beau- 
tiful youug lady has grace and beaut) 
of form because of the skeleton on 
which her flesh is built. It would not 
look well if she were wearing her ribs 
on the outside. Another cause of 
seeming 'ength is when a preacher 
dawdles on an illustration. The para- 
bles of Jesus are always attractive be- 
cause of their suggestivencss. Conclu- 
sions which are a long time coming to 
the end are another cause. When tho 
preacher awakens joyful anticipations 
of the approaching end by announcing 
the fact, he ought to keep faith with 
his audience. 

The preacher should cultivate the 
art of saying things without using up 
too much of Ihe English language. Ho 
should select shorl words in prefer- 
ence to technical terms or unfamiliar 
words. Shakespeare should be read 
and re-read, so that he will acquire 
tbo art of simple speech. 

Sentences also should be as short 
as possible. The sentence that hesi- 
tates is lost. But it should be so full 
or life that if you cut it. anywhere it 
would bleed. Dr. Brown did not be- 
lieve in the epigrammatic sentence, 
which often sacrificed truth for tho 
sake of smartness.
